AN ACT Rel ating to establishing a new high poverty school district
all ocation; and adding a new section to chapter 28A. 150 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 28A. 150
RCWto read as foll ows:

(1) A new allocation is established to provide additional funding
to school districts to allow them to further assist struggling
st udent s. In establishing this allocation, the legislature is
recogni zing the inpact that poverty, particularly high concentrations
of poverty, has on overall student performance. The intent behind this
allocation is to give school districts additional resources to provide

extended |earning opportunities including, but not I|imted to,
tutoring, additional assistance before, during, and after the regul ar
school day, and sumrer school opportunities. Further, the intent

behind this new allocation is to augnment and not supplant funding
provided through the |learning assistance program the student
achi evenent fund, federal Title | allocations, and other nbneys
currently spent on these activities.
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(2) A district is eligible for an allocation if, in the prior
school year, the district's percentage of Cctober headcount enrol | nment
in grades K-12 eligible for free lunch exceeded the statew de average.

(3) In the 2007-08 school year and each subsequent school year,
each eligible district based on the criteria in subsection (1) of this
section, shall receive an allocation based on the percentage by which
the district's percentage of October headcount enrollnent in grades K-
12 eligible for free lunch exceeded the statew de average, nultiplied
by five hundred eighty-one dollars per K-12 full-time equivalent
student in that district in the prior school year. After the 2007-08
school year, the anount of the per-student allocation shall be adjusted
for inflation as neasured by the average annual consuner price index,
conpil ed by the bureau of |abor statistics, in the prior fiscal year.

(4) Each district receiving an allocation under this section shal
annually report to its citizens the inpact of the activities funded on
graduation rates, student attendance, student achievenent, closing the
achi evenment gap, and reduci ng dropouts.

(5) The allocation created in this section shall not be consi dered
part of the legislature's definition of basic education.
